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7 miles north of Exit 41 of New York 

State Thruway. 
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PLANT SUPPLY 

Despite a dry growing season our supply of 
plants for 1955 is about average. Premier and 
Catskill, both from virus free stock, grew very 
well. Fairland and Temple are in rather short 
supply. As always, ordering early is the best way 
of getting what you want. 


VIRUS FREE PLANTS 

In recent years there has been considerable 
work done by the USDA in developing virus free 
strains of several varieties of strawberry plants. 
Our entire supply of Premier, Catskill and Sparkle 
were grown from virus free stock. 

We found the virus free Catskill and Premier 
to be unusually vigorous with the plant growth 
considerably better than our old strains of those 
varieties. Sparkle did not show such a marked 
superiority over the strain we previously grew. 


SHIPPING SEASON 

We ship as soon as weather conditions permit 
digging the plants. Normally this is April 1 to 15. 
, We ship until June 1 but all orders received for 
shipment after May 10 are sent at the purchaser’s 
risk. We do not ship plants in the late summer 
or Fall. Also please note that we are not open for 
business on Sunday. 


"OUR GUARANTEE 

We guarantee that our plants are true to name, 
correctly counted in bundles of 25 plants’ each, 
properly packed and shipped to reach you in the 
best condition. Should you have any complaint re- 
garding the plants, the packing or the service, it 
must be made at once upon receipt of the plants. 
We always stand back of our plants and service 
and are ready to make right anything for which 
we are responsible. However, in no case will we 
be responsible for more than the purchase price of 
the plants.

Empire is a recent introduction developed by 
Dr. George Slate of the New York Agricultural 
Experiment Station which is rapidly catching on 
in the Northeast. Berries are large to very large, 
bright red and attractive. Some predict that Em- 
pire will supplant Premier. It is larger, firmer 
and of better quality than Premier. It ripens a 
few days later than Premier. Yields are good. 

Empire should be given a trial in all Northern 
sections. 

TEMPLE 

As early as Premier and of excellent quality. 
Heavy cropper. Long picking season. Berries 
large, glossy, beautiful attractive red. Firm. 
Wedge to conic in shape. 

Plants grow luxuriantly. Upright. Dark green. 
Healthy. Red stele resistant. Good plant maker. 
‘Temple is one of the newer varieties that has 
caught on and is rapidly becoming a leading com- 
mercial berry. 


FAIRFAX 

No finer quality berry grown. Large. Very 
sweet. Unsurpassed flavor. Firm and = solid. 
Stands up well for a long period. As they stand 
berries turn from a bright red to a dark purple 
color. Once customers taste Fairfax’s quality and 
flavor they call for those “dark berries’.

A top quality heavy yield- 
ing late berry. Continues to produce after other 
varieties are gone. A superb freezing berry. It is 
well named for the medium to large beautiful, 
bright, red, glossy berries truly “sparkle”, Long 
picking season. Firm. 

Vigorous, 
dark green, shining foliage. Abundant plant 
maker.

EVERBEARERS 


Everbearers will extend the strawberry season 
through late summer and Fall until cold weather. 
Plants set this Spring will bear a crop this Fall.
